They belonged to JJushrod Johnson's cav- 
alry, and were part of the force that made 
tV atta« k upon our lines last .Saturday.

exhibiting their usual tenacity of purpose, 
the NMh last Bight made another desj»eni 1 6 
attempt to storm Fort Stedman and break 
through the lines of the Uth corps, and if 
possible reach t'itv Point. They moved 
heavy columns to the front of Fort Sted- 
man, and about 10 o'clock at night, with 
one of their yells they boldly advanced to 
the assault. A brisk fight at once com- 
menced and continued throughout the en- 
tire night. It didn't cease till far into the 
morning. 

Tbe result culminated in the repulse of 
the rebel columns with heavy loss, while 
ours was only four killed and twenty-four 
wounded. The rebels were caught in a 
trap, and but lor the darkness would have 
been slaughtered unmercifully. As it was 
they were greatly exposed.

FIGHTING ON WEDNESDAY. 

Niw Yoi:k, April I. — The Tribune's 
Mh corps special of the 21»th, 6 P. M., says: 
At 4 A. M. this day the . r >th and 2d corps 
were put in march upon fhe right ol the

'.Junker road. On coming to a point called 
Skunk's Hollow, and mounting the brow 
of the opposite slope, a breast-work was 
found abandoned by the enemy.

Upon clear- 
ing here a sudden and heavy fire was open- 
ed upon our skirmish line, and it was i 
driven back upon the line formed Dy the 1 
aecoud brigade, rallied and drove back tbe 
enemy with some loss in prisoners.

After an action of about three-quarters of I 
an hour the enemy retreated iu haste, leav- ■ 
ing 1110*1 of their dead and wounded on ' 
the field.

The force ol the enemy engaged 
was one division of the 4th corps, under 
General Bushrod Johnson, its strength be- 
ing about 6,000. 

Our loss may reach 300 to 400 men killed 
and wounded. That of the enemy iu killed 
and w ounded appears to be about the same, 
but the number of prisoners is from Iff to 
aw. which renders their 
than ours.

By the movement of to-day our original 
line, which extended on the left to Hatcher 
Run, has been prolonged beyond the run 
westward across the Vaughan turnpike to 
Quaker's woods and facing north v ard to 
within about two and a half miles west of 
Liiiwiddie Courthouse.

CAIRO, March SL — To encourage the res- 
toration of civil government, and induce 
the people to return to their allegiauce and 
iormer avocations, lien. Washburne, com- 
manding at Memphis, orders that no raids 
be sent into the country except to resist the 
rebel forces. Unauthorized foraging is for- 
hitiden and the people urged to organize 
civil government and esUtplish courts of 
justice, and tbe organization of a civil 
posse in each c uuty is also recommended; 
and when sat is factor}' assurance is given 
:or their proper use, arms and ammunition 
will be furnished to them. Refugees for- 
merly rending in the District are invited to 
return to their homes, punishment for un- 
kind treatment from malicious neighbors 
H-ing guaranteed. Planters needing labor 
• •mi obtain it by applying to the superinten- 
dent of the Ireedmen, by giving proper 
guarantees for paying and kindly treating 
laborers. 

Mexican advices mention a severe fight 
with guerrillas near Vera Cruz, iu which 
twenly-six imperial troops were killed, 
among them tbe Marshal commanding 
Vera Cruz. 

A number of laborers from Pennsylva- 
nia, to work on the railroad, had arrived at 
Vera Cruz. 

Dispatches from Fish River Point, near 
Alabama City, 20lh ull., says the lieet went 
up the bay to-day and shelled Newport 
banding, doing considerable damage. No 
response was made by the rebels. The 
•IHBJ from Forts Gaiues and Morgan ar- 
rived here yesterday, and is again ready to 
move. 

New York, April 1.— A Mobile special 
of the 20th says troops commenced moving 
am transports from Dauphin Island, on 
I'ralav, to th. main land on Mobile point, 
the IMh army corps lirst to move, the Lflttl 
following, and Generals Cauby and Gran 
ger, with their staffs, nearly last. Lieut. 
Colonel Wilson left Dauphin Island on Fri- 
day morning for Barrancas, Fla., with orders 
I r Gt?n. Steele and column to move imme- 
diately. The navy are all ready, and will 
open tire us soon as the order is given. 

A letter troui New Orleans says that near- 
ly all the civil officers of that city have been 
removed by order of General Canby, and 
that the Provost Marshal has been convict- 
ed and sentenced to imprisonment for life 
for smuggling arms to the rebels. These 
are undoubtedly the first fruits of Baldy 
siinith's commissioners. 

It is confidently believed that by this time

Mkmphis, March 30, via Cairo, April 1.— 
A p. t.tion has been gotten up and signed 
' v many merchants of this city praying the 
President to declare Tennessee no longer an 
insurrectionary State, and that the Secre- 
i tary of the Treasury will remit the present 
tax on goods from Ihe Northern States.

THK ST. ALBANS RAIDtRS. 

A REBEL MARE'S NEST — C ANADIAN RESTITU- 
TION. 

Toronto, April 1. — A dispatch from 
Montreal savs tbe money voted by Parlia- 
ment has been paid the St. AI bans banks. 

The Leader this morning has informa- 
tion, which is claimed as authentic, that ft 
warrant is to bfl served in St. Catherines, 
charging tbe St. Albans raiders with a 
breach of the neutrality act, when they will 
bo brought to St. Catherines. This charge 
will then be dropped, and tbe prisoners 
will be brought baton the Toronto Judges, 
on demand for extradition, for it is expect- 
ed that they will reverse the decision lately 
inov bv Judge Smith, of Montreal. 

Mo.mih.ae, April 1.— Southern refugees 
and their sympathizers are having a lively 
lime to-day. Their leading organ has is- 
sued the following extra, and they are cir- 
culating it throughout the citv. 

Inlainoiis conspiracy of the Provincial 
Kxecutive for the extradition of the St, Al- 
bana raiders. Bv one of those extr lordina- 
rv interventions Djr which persons defeat or 
reveal crimes, we have been placed in pos- 
seaaion ol incontrovertible evidence ol the 
intention ol the Provincial Kxecutive Com- 
mittee to commit an infamy unknown to 
modern times and of the means by which it 
is hoped to accomplish it. Almost incredi- 
ble as the statement we are about to make 
is, we not only pledge ourselves to the 
•ruth of it, but we challenge the Kxecutive 
Committee to deny it. It will be remem- 
bered that the charge against the St. Al- 
bans raiders disposed of by Judge Smith 
was only one of several, but the judgment 
of the court declaring tbe accused to be law- 
ful belligerents engaged in an act of war 
r.ot i (cognized by the tribunal of a neutral 
State, virtually disposes ol 'ill the charges 
which arose out of the St. Albans raid and 
were instances of it. 

The accused were remanded until to-day 
for the purpose of t he prosecution proceed- 
ing with the other charges, among which is 
one of murder. They were also axraated 
on a warrant charging them with a breach 
of neutrality, and on this they were re- 
manded |br examination until Monday 
next. The government areprobably aware 
•hat there is little prospect of obtaining a 
conviction on this accusation. Judge Smith 
ratearlted that in his Opinion there is no ev- 
idence of a breach of neutrality having been 
committed. Having failed to obtain the 
extradition of the accused by legal moans 
before an impartial tribuual, they have de- 
termined to ailt nipt it by a conspiracy 
which the designation infamous is too mild 
to qualify. 

Fast evening Mr. Carter dispatched Mr. 
Schiller from this city to Toronto with in- 
structions to obtain the assistance ol M r. 
Barrison. th. barrister, and proceed with 
him to St. Catherines and there obtain a 
warrant by any means and at all hazards, 
from some loyal magistrate, for the arrest 
Of the St. Albans raiders, now confined 
there on a breach of neutrality, and return 
this warrant to Montreal as rapidly as pos- 
sible. To obtain this warrant he will make 
any little affidavit necessary. The warrant 
is to include the name of Mr. C. 0. Clay, 
although it is no orious that he loft the 
Province some weeks ago. When the case 
of the St. Albans raiders conies up this 
morning it has been arranged that the pros- 
ecutiou will decline to proceed in the other 
charge*, so liiat the prisoners may be re- 
manded without bail or benefit of habeas 
corpus until Wednesdaynext. By taat time 
it is exjA'cted the St. Catharines warrant 
will have arrived. 

The charge for breach of neutrality will 
be withdrawn and the accused, arrested an- 
Aer the substituted authority, will be secret- 
ly removed to St. Catharines. The charge 
of breachof neutrality there will fail be- 
cause of no evidence, and there will be no 
effort to procure any. N either do the In- 
st ructions to Mr. Schiller or Harrison as 
much as hint at evidence, hut the moment 
the accused are discharged they will be ar- 
n st 1 on a demand for extradition on the 
charges now pending against them, and 
they will be carried lor examination and 
committed before the Toronto judges who 
extradited Burleigh, and who are consider- 
ed so far committed, by their ruling in that 
case and by their expressed opinion in this, 
that they will o'-ey with' alacrity the order 
of the Government. The SL Catharines 
warrant is, in fact, the cunning contrivance 
by which the adjudication of the remaiuder 
ot the charges against the raiders is to be 
transferred from a pure to a corrupt court, 
and from judges w ho refused to be toads ol 
a foreign enemy at the dictation of the Kx- 
ecutive. who is willing to pollute the judi- 
cial ermine by such subserviences, and to 
prostitute their office by viler conduct than 
has been witnessed on the British bench 
since the days of Jeffreys. 

Whether the timely disc Aery and ex- 
posure of this most infamous and damna- 
ble plot will prevail it is not known. But 
such is the conspiracy the Executive ot 
Canada is now engaged in, and such the 
moans they are tak.ng to effect the coward- 
ly and cruel end they have in view. The 
murder of these unfortunate young men, 
declared free of all guilt by the tribunals 
here, before which Ibey have had so long, 
so patient, and so thorough an examina- 
tion, such an outrage on justice, such a 
piece of superlative and reckless wicked- 
ness, such a trampllog in the mire of the 
honor and good name of the country can be 
attributed to nothing short of madness, 
which requires and should receive restraint. 
It is the dufy of the people of this city to 
prevent its perpetration, if possible, at any 
cost, or, if thnt fails, it wrll be their duty to 
punish it. If they fail iu these regards the 
blood which their rulers are plotting to 
shed will be on thoii heads, aud on those 
of their children forever, a triple curse of 
Cain. 

The new "Autographic Telegraph" is to 
be immediately estblished in Paris. By 
means ot this machine, in a few seconds the 
lac simile of a portrait, hand-writing, or 
signature can be reproduced at a distance 
of several hundred miles. Thus, you wish 
fo send your portrait lrom Paris to Vienna. 
K very stroke of the artist's pencil executed 
by means of the pantelegraphic machine, 
in Paris, is simultaneously reproduced at 
Vienna. Two distinguished artists, MM. 
Berstall and Bauginet, drew likenesses 
whicu was instantly transmitted to a dis- 
tance of 400 miles. The great Rossini did 
the inventor the honor of composing a few 
bars of music, which were written and |>er- 
formed at the same momont at Marseilles 
and in Paais. M. Caselli has even accom- 
plished painting in colors at a fabulous dis- 
tance. For instance: at the office a rose 
appeared on a blank sheet of paper, in tho 
most brilliant coloring, telegraphed from 
the Imperial observatory, both the flower- 
ing and leaves being painted in the most 
natural colors. The process used is similar 
to that employed for painting leaves on 
stull. The autographic telegraph transmits, 
per hour, thirty despatches, containing thir- 
ty words in each. It is equally possible to 
stenography by the pantelegraphic ma- 
chine, with marvellous rapidity, and from 
is peculiar construction it will work under 
atmospheric circumstances which impede 
the action of ordinary telegraphs.

Burning of Columbia. 

[Wc are permitted to publish the follow- 
ing extract from a private letter by a mem- 
ber of Gen. Sherman's staff to a gentleman 
in this city. It is interesting, as showing 
that tho city was set on fire by the careless- 
ness ol the rebels in destroying their cotton. 
The conduct of the people in supplying our 
soldiers with liquor deserved no better re- 
turn:] 

From here Gen. Sherman pushed for Co- 
lumbia. The night we got opposite the eU v, 
and the troops were all in camp, thev com- 
menced shelling us, in return for w'hich a 
few shells were the next day dropped in the 
•ity. Three of them struck the new State 
House. Between us aud the river they had 
a very strong line of works, but they gave 
them up without a light. That day we got 
i pontoon across the Saluda about two 
miles above its confluence with Broad river, 
skirmishers were pushed forward and an 
effort made to save the bridge over the 
Broad. They failed, however, but during 
the night a crossing was effected. We went 
down about 10 o'clock where they were 
putting down the bridge. Gen. Sherman 
was iu a very good humor and talking quite 
lieely to Generals Howard, Logan, Woods, 
ifcc. "Jell" Davis is as mad as h— 1 to-day. 
Ho was mad yesterday, but he will be more 
so to-day." Broad river is some 700 or 750 
feat wide, and he anticipated that they 
would attempt to oppose his crossing, but 
now that we had learned that our skirmish- 
ers were in Columbia and without any 
lighting, he seemed to feel that be bad done 
a good thing. I think he appreciates as 
well as any one the value of the results he 
'btaina, bat there i3, I think, with him 
such a consciousness of his power that In- 
takes it all as a matter of course. By ten 
o'clock we were across the bridge and mov- 
ing toward the city. As we rode along the 
sireeLs the darkies shouted, chipped their 
hands and danced. I saw sumo of the 
white citizens that acted in much the 
-nine manner. We took for the headquar- 
ters of the officers of our mess the house of 
i Judge Carroll. They had abandoned 
everything. It just seemed as if tho family 
iiad just walked out of the house, taking 
aolbiiig with them. Gen. Sherman and the 
ther officers went into the house of 
Colonel Blanton Duncan. He made 
h fortune out of tho Confederacy and 
has gone to Europe. He professedly 
gave tho house to some one. Affairs in that 
house were in much the same condition. 
Iu the afternoon I went down to the arse- 
nal where larger numbers of small arms 
WOKO atored and a good deal of ammuni- 
tion. I was fortunate enough to get hold 
of a Wesley Richard's double-barrelled 
gun, but from another party. Abbot 8 
o'clock as I went out into the street, I saw 
the sky lighted up. Going down toward 
ihe market house I found that a fire had 
broken out in a row of large buildings, and 
soon made up my mind that the city would 
suffer severely. As we came in, the darkies 
A bo bad gotten hold of large quantities of 
liquor, gave it out by the bucket full to our 
oien. The citizens who had guards sent to 
them had thought to propitiate by a similar 
liberality. The consequence was that of 
the guards stationed to protect the city and 
prevent anything of the kind happening, 
two-thirds of them were drunk. Then be- 
fore the rebels went out they bad brought 
til tho eottou they could get hold of into 
;he streets and were going to burn it. The 
day they left tho wind was so high that 
they did not dare set it on lire for fear of 
burning the city. As we came in the cot- 
ton from those bales which had been cut 
vas Hying through the air and lodging in 
the trees. Tbe latter had the appearance of 
trees after a heavy snow storm when the 
snow is damp. When the fire broke out 
the wind was driving through the streets at 
a great rate, aud this cotton would catch 
tire from the sparks and go flying through 
the air till it lodged on some house. Many 
Of our men no "doubt, set tire to a good 
many houses to enable them to pillage alter 
the families bad left. You might go into a 
house and you would find the floors strewn 
With dresses, clothing of all kinds, books, 
paintings, broken furniture, glass ware, 
and in fact everything you could find in 
the houses. A dozen soldiers would be 
tossing It all over and taking what pleased 
their fancy, and then when they went to 
another drop what they might have aud 
loud up again. As they moved on thev 
would get more and different kinds of 
liquor. In the meantime Gen. Logan and 
Gen. Howard were using their efforts to 
put a stop to it, though I really think they 
didn't set about it in the right way. At 
length they did what should have beeu 
douo in the first place. A division of troops 
were brought in and marched through the 
different streets, picking up every one. 
Just before this I had been up to one of the 
Hospitals. Some one had told mo that the 
Hospital with 200 sick and wounded of our 
men was about to burn. M:«j. Wuterhouso 
and I made our way over there as rapidly 
as we could, aud then learned that the Hos- 
pital was in no danger. A Colonel who 
was clearing tho streets was going to ar- 
rest Maj. W. and party, and treat them in 
the same stylo as tho rest. Some two or 
three of us worked hard to save a house 
near headquarters, aud I think we stopped 
the lire from going any farther in that di- 
rection. For some two hours I was the 
most of the time astride of the ridge of a 
house and throwing water. The house we 
were first in (Judge Carroll's) was burned, 
and we just escaped, having our baggage 
burned with it. Such a night I never want 
to see again. Nearly if not quite 50 blocks 
were burned. It was certainly more than 
two-thirds of the whole place. Gen. Sher- 
man was up nearly all night and going 
through the streets giving directions. The 
whole affair was, I think, regretted through- 
out the entire army, though the people of 
Columbia have themselves to blame for it. 
Taking into account the heavy wind it 
seemed as if it were a judgment upon 
them. 

How to I ntcr upon a Scientific Pursuit. 

In entering upon|anyscientific pursuit,one 
of the student's first endeavors ought to be 
to prepare the mind for the reception of 
truth, by dismissing, or at least lessening 
his hold on, all such crude and hastily a- 
dopted notions respecting the objects and 
relations he is about to examine, as may 
tend to embarrass or mislead him ; and to 
strengthen himself by something of an effort 
and a resolve for the unprejudiced admis- 
sion of any conclusion which shall appear 
to be supported by careful observation and 
logical argument, even should it prove of a 
nature adverse to notions he may previous- 
ly have formed for himself, or taken up, 
without examination, on tho credit of others. 
Such an effort is, in fact, a commencement 
of that intellectual discipline which forms 
one of the most important ends of all 
science. It is the first movement of ap- 
proach towards that state of mental purity 
which alone can fit us for a full and steady 
perception of moral beauty as well as phis i- 
cal adaption. It is the "euphrasy and rue" 
with which we must "purge our sight" 
before we can receive and contemplate as

The Confiscation -Act. 

The Democrat in ita diligent pnrsuit of 
secession readers is active in the presenta- 
tion of bugbear obstacles to the restoration 
of peace, and the settlement of effective 
terms of amity between the two gre^t sec- 
tions of the Republic. It has one article on 
the subject, which it reproduces with slight 
variations, from two to six times a week, 
and in which the essential animus of the 
paper, its narrowness, malignity, anti-pa- 
triotism and reckless denial or perversion 
of facts are specially apparent. The gist of 
this article is that the confiscation act 
passed by the Congress of the United States 
in the summer of 1K02 is an insuperable 
barrier to the voluntary return of the South 
to the Union. The editor says this law 
"takes the life, liberty and property of 
every rebel." And, that this is one of the 
laws to which they must submit when they 
are asked to surrender and yield obedience 
to the Constitution and laws. 

We are not aware that he has ever in- 
timated that there were any checks oi qual- 
ifications in this law rendering it not only 
an exceedingly mild affair, but practically 
a nullity. We have often called attention 
to these mitigating features of the law. Let 
us» look at them once more. But first a 
word as to the control given by the law 
over the lives of rebels. The act simply re- 
iterates the old penalty for treason, namely, 
death. For more than half a century this 
has been the law of the land. The new law 
reaffirms this penalty, but adds most im- 
portant mitigations, placing it within the 
discretion of the court before whom the ac- 
cused is tried, to substit ttfe imprisonment for 
a limited term of years. As a matter of 
course before any penalty of whatever 
grade can be inflicted upon the person, he 
must be tried. We dont suppose that even 
so picturesquely absurd and perverse a 
writer as the editor of the Democrat, will 



Specimen 

The organ that panders to the beggarly

It can be said, on the oth- 
er hand, that Lee holds Grant aud his much 
larger army as in a vice; that he keeps em- 
ployed a force eight or nine t ; mes his own, 
and in this manner is succeeding, if he did 
no more. 

All of which he hopes will bo encourag- 
ing to his rebel friends nnd help forward 
the circulation of the Democrat. And yet 
this unscrupulous editor flares up aud 
blusters if anybody hints that he isn't the 
very pink and model of loyalty!

is cherished by a solitary human being in 
the country. And we don't suppose that 
any other reliel or rebel sympathizer will 
make such a pretence. So much for the 
danger to rebel Mm involved in their sub- 
mission to the Government. 

As to confiscation, this feature covers all 
the projierty of men who have been active- 
ly engaged in promoting the rebellion. But 
a qualifying resolution was passed by Con- 
gress at about the same date with the ap- 
proval of the act itself, limiting the effect of 
confiscation upon real estate to the life-time 
of the owner. The law appears to be toler- 
ably sweeping with even this modification. 
Considering how general the participation 
in treason has beeu in the South, in one 
form or another, this act, if stringently ex- 
ecuted, would not leave a great amount of 
property in the hands of current owners. 
But meanwhile, section U of the act, prac- 
tically takes off its edge completely. This 
section is as follows: 

And 1 ■ it further enacted, That the Pre- 
sident is hereby authorized, at any time 
hereafter, by proclamation, to extend to 
persons who' may have participated in the 
existing rebellion, in any Slate or part 
thereof, pardon and a ■HMtf // with such ex- 
ceptions, and at such lime, ami on such con- 
ditions, as he may deem expedient for the 
public welfare. 

In accordance with this, President Lin- 
coln on the 8th of December, 1863, issued 
his famous proclamation of amnesty, which 



where the robbery was taking place, a police- 
man was conversing with a friend, during 
the whole time, aud still standing there, 
when the discovery was made by the return- 
ed clerk of what had happened to Mr. Bland. 
A messenger dispatched to the nearest en- 
gine house to ring for a policeman, passed 
this one, who having no outward symbol of 
his office, was not recognized.

It must be admitted to the honor of the 
particular one referred to, that the moment 
he heard the summons on the engine-house 
bell, he heeded it, and went with commen- 
dable haste, not in the direction he was 
wanted, for he did'ut know which that was, 
but to the engine-house, three squares away. 
Here he ascertained what had happened, 
and went back the three squares to the scene 
of disaster. By this time, us might be sup- 
posed, the chances of finding the rascals 
were not impressively numerous. This 
instance gives the public a good illustration 
of the protective efficiency of the Louisville 
police, as at present organized. This city 
ought to be the Paradise of rogues, and if 
the}' don't flock hither, like carrion birds to 
flelds of carnage, it is because the boys iu 
blue are strolling about somewhat.

tured soldiers on account of their calor, the 
treatment due to prisoners of war. Besides 
these there are no persons in the South, but 
can claim the benefits of this proclamation. 

But again, the language of section 13 
makes it competent to the President to 
utterly annul the law. He is aut/iomed 
to make exception* in his offers of pardon, 
but not cti,nj>ellcd to do so. It is in his 
power to pardon every traitor in the South 
whenever he sees tit to do so. The ex- 
ceeding — or shall we say excessive — lenien- 
cy of Mr. Lincoln is proverbial. There is 
ri" doubt that rebels, great aud small, in- 
•WM and mild, will promptly receive all 
the mercy they deserve und a great deal 
more, the instant they fling down their 
arms and submit to the laws. Public sen- 
timent will sustaiu the utmost degree of 
Executive clemency towards them. There 
is but one request which they are at all 
likely to make that will not be generously 
and eagerly granted by the nation. The 
barbarizing, abominable, dangerous insti- 
tution ot slavery can never be restored. 
The opposition to it is too enlightened, too 
well based, too determined, and too nearly 
unanimous in all the free States, to ever 
break down, suspend, or be diverted from 
its purpose. 

In all other respects the attitude of the 
North towards the South when the latter 
shall have relinquished its evil and hope- 
less struggle, will be not so much justice 
tempered by mercy, us mercy untempered 
by justice. 

It should be remembered that the confis- 
cation act of which we are speaking, is not 
so much a pun, tori/ act, as one of preven- 
tion. It is styled "an act for the suppres- 
sion of rebellion." In some sense it was 
retaliatory. . The rebel government had al- 
ready passed a far more sweeping act of 
confiscation, which not only reduced to 
beggary the most inactive and inoffensive 
Union men in the South, along with all 
others, but confiscated all the property in 
that section belonging to Northern resi- 
dents. And this was executed with ex- 
treme rigor. Our own confiscation act has 
thus far amounted to very little, as every- 
body knows. It is seldom put to use, and 
the neutralizing features of it are such as 
to wholly deprive it of any force whatever 
as an obstacle in the way of peace. Mali- 
cious factionists who attempt to brandish it 
as such, are neither patriotic nor honest in

This 
part of the enemy seems to be now trying 
to work along the Wkiteoak road to joint 
the force in front of (Jrant, while Sheridan 
and Warren are pressing them as closely 
as possible.

Friday's Fighting— Grea \ Slaughter of 
the llebels. 
Washington, April 2 —A letter from the 
Army of the Potomac, dated Friday even 
iug says: 

There has been severe fighting in some 
parts of the line from morning till night, 
the result of which has been the extension 
of our lines still further west, although at a 
considerable ioss in killed and wounded. 

The 2d division of the 5th corps supported 
by the 3d, was thrown out toward the 
White Oak road east of the Boydston plank 
and ordered to reach and take position 
there. After crossing a small branch of 
Gravel Run, and while about forming iu 
line of battle our troops were fired on by 
the enemy who were lying concealed 
in the woods and also by" the rebel artil- 
lery posted in favorable positions. Our 
men stood for a while, but the enemy ap- 
pearing to be moving to the left as to turn 
their fiank, the line was forced back to 
their first position, where they were rallied 
and checked the enemy's advance. About 
the same time another attack was made on 
our right Hank, of the 5th corps, but Gen- 
eral Miles' division, of the 2d corps, 
being posted here made a brilliant charge 
and doubled up the enemy, driving them 
back a long distance, leaving hundreds of 
their dead and wounded on the field. 

This was a very handsome affair, and 
the division received the highest praise for 
the manner in which it was done. 

The rebel loss in the day's work will 
not be far from 1,200. 

Among the casualties reported are Maj. 
Mills, A. A. G. on Gen. Humphrey's stall', 
killed by a shell; Col. S. Sargent, 20th Pa., 
severely wounded; and General Derrison, 
commanding a brigade in the 20th division 
of the 5th corps, slightly wounded. 

An attack was made in front of the 6th 
corps, but was not successful. Alter the 
rebels were driven back in front of the 5th 
corps, an at lack was made with both infan- 
try and cavalry, about three miles from the 
Southside ra'lroad, near Southerland's sta- 
tion, but our forces subsequently gained 
more than they lost. 

The roads are in a terrible condition, it 
being impossible to move the trains over 
them. The heavy rains have swollen tbe 
streams, and tbe engineers are busy day 
and night in laying bridges, die. 

The loss of the enemy is not known, but 
it must have been very heavy. We took 
about fifteen hundred prisioners during the 
day. 



To Gen. J. C. Breckinridga, Secretarv of 
War: Gen. Gordon reports that the «nemv 
at 11 P. M., yesterday, advanced against a 
portion of his line defended by Brig. Gen. 
Lewis, but was repulsed by the fire of the 
artillery and mortars, which continued for 
several hours with considerable activity. 
No damage on our Hues reported.

An official dispatch from Gen. Lee last 
night states there was skirmishing near 
Dinwiddie Court House without decisive 
results. 

Reports from Petersburg say that the citv 
was much excited by accounts ot a great 
battle Wednesday night near Petersburg. 
The accounts were ttiat the enemy had at- 
tacked Gordon's, lines with forces heavily 
massed, and timt they were repulsed with 
great slaughter in five assaults. 

Our cot vmporary of the Petersburg Ex- 
press v; as completely taken in and pub- 
lished a glowing and fanciful account 
ahout the Yankees charging up to 
our breastworks and being fairly mowed 
down by the tiro of our troops, the slaugh- 



by the tiro of our troops, the sit 
ter being terrible, and the Yankees were 
dismayed. 

Although it was confessed that the night 
was so dark that a man could not be seen 
at a distance of 20 feet, the truth of the 
matter as we learned on yesterday was 
that there was indeed a grand exhibition of 
fireworks, but no battle and scarcely any 
one hurt. 

The troops holding Gordon's line took 
advantage of tbe darkness to strengthen 
their chevaux dc /rise and abbattis in front 
of their works. Tbe Yankees opposite 
hearihg the noise and supposing Gordon 
was coming after them, again opened upon 
us a heavy fire of artillery, which 
was replied to. The two picket lines also 
opened a noisy musket fire, which was 
kept up for several hours. A very few 
men were wounded on our side. The en- 
emy probably suffered no more. 

Passengers by last evening's train from 
Petersburg report considerable firing on 
our right yesterday. It is also reported 
that our cavalry skirmished with Sheri- 
dan at Dinwiddie. 

The Richmond Dispatch of the 3lst has 
the following: Detween 9 and 10 o'clock P. 
M. Wednesday the city was aroused by a 
rapid and heavy c innonade in the direction 
of Petersburg. From all parts of the city 
the blaze of tne guns could be seen through 
the black and murky night. After mid- 
night it slackened, but was renewed at in- 
tervals till daylight. Early yesterday 
morning the city was filled with a report, 
which was to tbe effect that the enemy bad 
attempted to burst through Gordon's line, 
but had been seven times repulsed with ter- 
rible loss. 

The assault was reported to have bwen 
made on a portion of Gordon's lines this 
morning in front. Of last Saturday's battle 
our loss was said to be 200. the enemy's was 
computed by the thousand. 

The Whig of tbe 31st ult., thus gives the 
-dilation in North Carolina: all the accounts 
which reach us through officers, and from 
private letters, written from the North Car- 
olina front, yive us a most encouraging 
view of the situation. 

The Lynchburg Virginian, of the 2!>th, 
says the enemy (wo suppose Stoneman's 
cavalry) have flanked Bristol, leaving it to 
tbe left, and passing by way of Taylors- 
ville to the direction of Glad Spring. 

The following telegram appears exclu- 
sively in the Whig: 

MoNT<ioMKKY, March 28. — A Yankee 
raiding column struck the Alabama and 
Florida Railroad, 20 miles below heie, yes- 
terday morning and captured a train. The 
passenger train which left here on Thurs- 
lay evening collided with the wreck and 
was also captured. Some of the passengers 
were wounded. 

The enemy left stating their destination 
was Greenville. 

Gov. Watts called on the citizens to pre 
pare to defend the city, and thecommauder 
of the post ordered the organization of all 
persons belonging to the army to repel the 
movement on the railroad. 

The stermers Folly and Dixie collided on 
tho river four miles above the city last 
nigbt. The Dixie was sunk. The passen- 
gers were sav.d and 500 bales of cotton lost. 

Montgomery, March 28.— The enemy on 
the railroad below moved down the road 
after capturing and destroying one of the 
trains below Greenville. Their force is be- 
lieved to be about 2,500 strong, principally 
infantry.

The Advance Against Mobile— Darby's 
Mills. Tweuty-taU Miles from Mobile, 
Is Reached Without Opposition. 

New York, April 2.— The Herald's cor- 
respondent in front of Mobile, dated 
March 23d, says Smith's Pith corps accom- 
panied by Gen. Canby and staff, that thev 
arrived at Darby's Milla on Fish river, on 
the east side of Mobile Bay and 10 miles 
distant from it, and 2»i miles from Mobile 
City. The entire 15th corps, under Gen. 
Granger waa oxnostsd to join the 16th at 
Darby's Mills. During the evening of the 
23d this corps moved by land from Navy 
Cave at the lower end of the Bay, a 
distance of 40 miles, and on this 
march there were not more than liny 
rebel soldiers altogether encounter- 
ed, in fact no opposition worthy of the 
name to the advance of either corps, and no 
rebel works were encountered, plainly 
showing the m >vemeut was completely a 
surprise. His reason for not etlecting an 
advance in this direction was probably the 
utmost impossibility, the road had to be 
corduroid. Gen. Canby's movement of 
troops to the west side of Mobile Bay is 
probably a feint. 

Heavy firing in the direction of Mobile 
had been heard for twenty-four hours pre- 
vious to the 2Sd, and was supposed to pro- 
ceed from a fight between the monitors and 
the batteries. _

Arrangements for Futnre Operations. 

Nkw Yoiik, April 2. — Sherman has issued 
an order, dated Goldsboro, March 24, dir- 
ecting Schofield to organize, out of troops 
in his command, a force equivalent to two 
corps, or five divisions, aud equip them In 
the most complete style for field service. 

He directs Col. Wright of the Hailroad 
department to use extraordinary means to 
complete tbe roads from Goldsboro to Xew- 
bern and Wilmington, and equip them for 
carrying 300 tons of freight daily till there 
is accumulation supplies at Goldsboro 
enough to fill the wagons oi the arilfy. 

No Officer, soldier, citizen, or any private 
stores will be carried on the up trip, unless 
it be mail matter and olficers and couriers 
bearing orders for army headquarters, and 
these not to exceed one car load per day. 
All else must use horses aud wagons from 
Water to Goldsboro until the army is thor- 
oughly armed. 

The right wing of our army will group to 
the front and right of Goldsboro, looking 
north. The left in front and left of Golds- 
boro. The center in Goldsboro, with de- 
tachments to cover the real roads to the 
rear. The cavalry will be jiosted at or 
near Mount Olive Station, and will send 
foraging parties into the country, being 
careful to have them strong euough and 
well
